The high windstorm which followed
suddenly in the wake of the thunderstorm
of Iast night, and Iself preceded the
ahrupt change from mild to cold weather,
exhibited eyeionie foree on the shore of
Lake Ene where it reduced a portion of
the town of  Conneant to ruing.  The fre-
greney, with which we hear of sueh de-
vastution by the winds, inevitably provokes
the inguiry whether there is not anin-
in the nomber of violent storms.
Must people expluin it by the fact that
news sathering  sagencies now send broad-
va=t thes news of all the destructive storms,
while formerly only a small share of them
woere peported?  Nevertheless the winds
sre developing the quality of wreeking
liouses frequently enough  to snggest the
nesvssity of precautions. OF course, little
can be done in the wav of foretelling or
warding off the cyclones; but if they
Leop on, a more sturdy style of architect-
ure amdd  thicker walls may be among the
most valuable of that eluss of economiss
which save money by greater expendi-

tures.

THE NAVY AND THE FAIR.

Concerning  the navy at the World's
Fair the New York Herald remarks that
the “hrick battle ship™ will be completed
by next September, and that it will give
“mililons of visitors from the interior a
practical sequaintance with the guns and
other wgquipment of the modern man-ni-
war." Besides this the Herald thinks
that “the presence at the World’s Fair of
the tarpedo bont that is to be built at Du-
bugue, la., will also awaken general in-

terest. "’
A Trie® Fottle shin withhe but n poor

substitute for the genuine article; but of
colirse it is the best that can be done. The
exhibition of real war vessels at the Cen-
tennial was principally useful in showing
the people that the United States Navy
had not then progressed beyond the stage
of naval development attained in the
Civil War. It will be important to show
at Chieago what progress has been made,
and in default of any better exhibit, the
“brick battle ship™ will be duly appre-
ciated. But the promise of exhibiting the
torpedo boat arouses speculations as to
the method of getting it thore, Is the
torpedo boat to be serial as well as aquntie,
or s if to be of thai class of river steamers
that ean navigate the prairies on a heavy
dew? Or does the Herald belong to that
class of Eastern organs of pnblic opinion
which Imagines that Dubuque, Ta., is
lake port? .

After all, the most useful naval exhibit
at Chicago would be eharts and illusfra- |
tions, showing how completely our navy
is cut off from access io the lakes at,
present, and how both the naval and eom-
mercial routes can he opened by the con-
strmetion of the Hemnepin and Ohio River
and Lake Erie canals,

THE CONVENTION VOTE.

“While it is perfectly well known,™
says the Philadelphia Press, “that an over-
whelming majority of the people are op-
posed to the proposed Constitutional Con-
vention, it is possible for that measure to
be earried by the zealous activity of those
who favor i, and the indifference of the
opposition.”

Here we have n remarkable statement
of political conditions in a popular Gov-
ernment. In view of the statements of
Tue heparen Harrisburg correspondent,
thatthe Republican managers have recent-
Iy changed fronton the convention question
and issned orders for fts support, this way
of putting things has a good deal of foree.
Of course, the supporters of the conven-
tion wili declare the assertion with regard
to the opposition of the majority of the
people to the convention to be without
authority. Itis true that the most em-
phatic proof on this point will be the vote;
but it is also trup that the vote may dis-
close the fast just as clearly by the
kind of wvote so freely predicted
—uamely, a small vote for the convention
and fewer against.  Sineere supporters of
changes which they expect to socure by
eap=titutional revision should reflect that
a convention which comes together be-
eause ten persons in a hundred voted for
it. and the vast majority did not vole at
#ll, will be as completely diseredited as if
the convention were voled down. Any
constitutional amendment that came be-
fore the people us the product of a con-
ventlon of such questionable origin will be
niturally under suspicion.

We do not believe that any such disaster,
efther to the State or to the putative eon-
vention, will occur. The people of the
State have made up their minds about the
convention, and they have not vet arvived
at the pass of idioey that renders them
unable to vote as they have decided.

WISDOM OF ELECTION BETTERS.

This is the season of the year when the
average political organ procesds to re-
maurk that betting s a poor argument from
a logical standpoint, but that the election
betters are very shrewd people with a
keen judgment of the popular tendencies,
and that their beis fornish a significant
stravse.  After which the organ proceeds to
cite the bets that show odds faworable to
its party, and thereby claiia that vietory
is sure.

This is one of the stsreotyped veanifestn-
tions of campaign sfoolishness, but the
testimony to the superior acuteness and
accurney of judgment of the eleetion bet-
ter 18 made so universally on both sides of
the party line, us to ereate an impression
that all pelitieal perception and intimate
sequaintance with the condition of popu-
lar feeling is bound up within the sKins of
the gentry who back their opinions with
money. This universal homage to the
genins of the betters makes it worth while
to ingnire what foundation there is for
this faith in their nfallibility. A mo-
ment’s reflieetion will bring out one polng
that shakes this faith. Every bet requires
two betters. If the election bet is an expres-
sion of superior judgment, therefore every
bet expresses a superior jndementon boi b
sides. The ineviteble tendency of the
acuteness of the bettgrs to nentralize and
dizprove itself is therefore even more in-
herent thain that of expert testimony in
Jdegal couses,

But it is worth while to enter a sharp
profest ngainst the superstition that the
betters kmow more about how the people
are going to vote than the average man
There are two classes of election betters,
Oue I8 the blatant donkey who imagines
that be is advancing his party’s interests
by going avound and offering to bet large
sums, composed mainly of wind. on its
success, The other is the class com-
postd of men who try to win money by
forming an accurate judgment of how the
peaple are going to vote. The first class,
whose biuffs form a large share of the
bets we henr of, are characterized by
offensive idioey: the second class have to
form their estimates on the data ac-
cessible to everv sensible man, namely,
g judgment of the effect of the
issues on  the people, and observa-
tim of the way that people talk
about the issues on the strecls and in
every day congregations, The fact thata
man is in the habit of beiting does not
prove that his judgment on such things is
betier than that of the man who does not,
bat if anything rather the reverse,

There i= one good word to be said for
election bejting: and that is that it is the
only widely practiced® method of betting
in which the cards are not set up so as to
make n sure thing for the insiders. For
the very reason that the professional bet-
ters know no more abont how the eloction
Is going than the average intelligent citi-
zen, the man who wishes to  gamble
on election results ean do go with a mod-
erateiy good assurance of a squaie deal.

NEW YORK PROVINCIALISM,

The New York Commercial Advertizer,
whose recent elassification ol the traflic in
the Sault Ste. Marie, displayed that pro-
vinciglism of which even the hrightest
New York papers are sometimes guilty,
takes Tue Disearcs eriticisms of that re-
mark amiss. It poinis the finger of scorn
at the stalement that to close that route
would stop a vast traffic as ungqualifiedly
as the closing of the Suaez Canal, with the
following rejoinder:

anceess in monnfeturing plants: that it
woulil be nn outrageous injustice to compel
manufactirors to make costly experiments
with =neh deviees: that to enforee sucha
Inw wonld drive some of onr big mills ont of
existence. “Take Carnegic's or Moorhead-
MeCleane's fron mills”" he said, “it wonla
cost from $40,000 tn §75,000 to equip them with
smoke consumers of the leist expensivo
pattern; moreover, it s generally conceded
zhut a consumer has not yet been devised
which will work with any degree ol satis.
faetion in puddling furngees.”

As to smoke consumers not being an un-
qualified auccess, thers may be none that
have a chimuey as absolutely swokeless ns
zos or oil will Ao, but there are foar ditfor-
ont devices now in oporation in this city that
burn on an Avernge 00 per cent of smoke and
save 16 per cent 1095 par centin fucl. Thess
may surely be callod a snccess with or wish-
ont any adjective.

One complaint hiys been that the snccess
of o consnmer depends so muoch npon tie
skill.of the firemmm, but rhat is searcely a
legitimate objectinn.
